1.  TIME:  (All  times  in  this  order  are  Minneapolis

(a)  The  leading  elements  of  the  parade  will  move 
from  the  "Initial  Point"  (Wayzata  Blvd.  and 
Linden  Avenue  promptly  at  9:00  a.m.,  Mon- 
day, August  24,  1959,  regardless  of  weather 
conditions.) 

(b)  The  time  and  place  of  assembly  for  each 
department  or  element  of  the  parade  will  be 
shown  in  detail  on  the  Organization  and 
March  Time  Table  and  Parade  Map  (copy  of 
which  has  been  malied  to  each  Department 
Adjutant  and  a copy  of  which  will  also  be 
presented  to  the  Department  Parade  Chair- 
men at  the  meeting  of  Parade  Chairmen 
scheduled  for  July  23rd  at  11:00  a.m.  at  14 
So.

(e)  Three  aerial  bombs  will  be  fired  to  indicate 
approach  to,  and  starting  time;  the  first  at 
8:30  a.m.,  the  second  at  8:45  a.m.,  and  the 
third  at  9:00  a.m. 

2.  ROUTE: 

From  the  initial  point — Wayzata  Blvd.  at  Linden 
Ave. — the  parade  will  continue  east  on  Wayzata 
Blvd.  into  the  Parade  Stadium  back  onto  Wayzata 
Blvd,  continuing  east  to  Lyndale  Ave. — one  block 
right  to  Huron — left  on  Huron  continuing  on  to 
Harmon  — Harmon  to  Twelfth  St.  — right  on 
Twelfth  St.  to  Nicollet  Ave. — left  on  Nicollet 
Ave.  to  Fourth  St. — right  on  Fourth  St.  to  Third

3.  ASSEMBLY  AREA: 

(a)  Assembly  areas  are  indicated  on  the  Organiza- 
tion and  March  Time  Table  and  Assembly 
area  Map. 

(b)  Instructions  for  each  department  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Parade  Committee  and  will 
be  distributed  as  here-to-fore  indicated. 

(c)  Signs  carrying  Department  Name  will  desig- 
nate head  of  each  Department  assembly  point. 

(d)  Following  departure  of  Second,  Third,  and 
Fourth  Divisions,  the  Eighth,  Ninth,  and 
Tenth  Divisions  will  form  on  the  same  area. 

4.  ORGANIZATION: 

(a)  All  elements  have  been  assigned  to  Divisions, 
each  under  the  direction  of  a Marshal  and  a 
Parade  Co-ordinator.

All  vio- 
lators will  be  summarily  dismissed  from 
the  parade. 

(d)  DISTANCES: 

(1)  Between  divisions  30  yards 


(2)  Between  departments  20  yards 

(3)  Between  elements  of  a department 

10  yards 

(e)  All  bands  will  play  upon  entering  the  Parade 
Stadium  and  continue  to  play  to  its  exit. 

5.  DISBANDING  AREA: 

Disbandment  of  the  parade  will  be  on  Fourth  St. 
So.  at  Third  Ave.  under  the  direction  of  the  Min- 
neapolis Police  Department.  The  Minnesota  Legion- 
naire assigned  to  each  department  as  liaision  will 
meet  and  direct  his  assigned  department  to  its 
buses  (unless  the  department’s  headquarters  are 
in  such  proximity  to  the  dispersal  point  as  to 
make  return  by  buses  impractical). 

6.  OFFICIAL  REVIEWING  STAND: 

The  official  reviewing  stand  will  be  located  in  the 
west  section  of  the  Parade  Stadium.  Elements  will 
render  a salute  to  the  National  Commander  while 
passing  the  reviewing  stand.

7.  ELIGIBILITY  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  PARADE 
AND  CONDUCT  OF  PARTICIPANTS: 

With  the  exception  of  the  police  and  military  and 
naval  escort  and  distinguished  guests,  eligibility 
to  participate  in  the  parade  is  limited  to  the  mem- 
bers of  The  American  Legion,  the  uniformed 
bodies  of  The  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  the 
40  & 8,  subject  to  restriction  of  the  following  ac- 
tivities which  shall  be  prohibited  in  the  line  of 
march : 

(a)  The  drinking  of  or  simulated  drinking  of 
intoxicants.

Violators  of  any  of  the  above  rules  will  be  sum- 
marily removed  from  the  parade. 

8.  FIRST  AID  STATIONS:

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9.  PARKING  OF  CHARTERED  OR  POST  BUSES

The  Twin  Cities 

Because  of  their  geographical  po- 
sition, the  Twin  Cities,  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul,  dominate  a vast  area, 
stretchnig  from  western  Wisconsin, 
across  the  Dakotas  and  Montana,  to 
the  far-off  Rocky  Mountains.  It 
was  almost  fore-ordained  then  that 
they  should  emerge  as  centers  for 
rail  and  truck  transport  and  whole- 
saling. And,  because  they  are  by 
far  the  largest  cities  in  the  area, 
the  Twins  naturally  fell  heir  to  the 
position  of  retail  trade  centers. 

The  basic  industry  during  the 
early  history  of  Minneapolis  was 
flour  milling.  This  was  due  chiefly 
to  the  vast  area  of  wheat  in  Minne- 
sota and  adjacent  states  and  the 
cheap,  handy  power  supplied  by  St. 
Anthony  Falls  in  the  Mississippi 
river.  Later,  diversified  agriculture 
increased  the  importance  of  other 
products  in  relationship  to  flour 
milling,  but  Minneapolis  remains

as  the  center  of  the  flour  milling 
industry  and  is  the  largest  cash 
grain  market  in  the  U.S. 

Today,  Minnesota’s  largest  city, 
Minneapolis,  has  become  a diversi- 
fied industrial  center,  with  1310 
manufacturing  plants.  It  is  a world 
center  for  linseed  oil  products,  an 
important  center  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  jewelry,  apparel,  dairy  and 
food  products,  iron  and  steel  pro- 
ducts, animal  feeds,  furniture,  pot- 
tery-, mill  work,  confectionery  pro- 
ducts and  artificial  limbs. 

On  the  other  hand,  while  St.  Paul, 
the  capitol  city,  was  characterized 
by  no  single  industry,  such  as  flour 
milling,  during  its  early  days,  it 
soon  began  developing  as  a key 
manufacturing  and  distributing  cen- 
ter. 

St.  Paul  is  redolent  with  the 
flavor  of  James  J.  Hill,  the  justly 
named  “Empire  Builder,”  who  by 
founding  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
road, helped  to  open  the  Great 
Northwest.  St.  Paul  today  is  the 
headquarters  for  not  only  the  Great 
Northern  but  also  its  competitor, 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad. 

St.  Paul  has  950  manufacturing 
industries,  and  it  is  also  the  home 
of  the  nation’s  largest  law  book 
publishing  firm;  one  of  five  largest 
publishers  of  farm  periodicals;  the 
nation’s  largest  manufacturer  of 
advertising  specialties;  and  the  num- 
ber one  maker  of  refrigerators.  The 
city  is  headquarters  for  one  of 
the  largest  manufacturers  of  lum- 
ber and  other  forest  products; 
and  the  home  base  of  sprawling 
Minnesota-Mining  and  Manufactur- 
ing Co.,  the  largest  maker  in  the 
U.S.  of  surface-coated  abrasives  and 
pressure-sensitive  tapes.

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The  Cover  Painting 

The  cover  painting  for  the  4 1 st  Annual  American 
Legion  National  Convention  Program  was  inspired  by 
the  return  of  the  Convention  to  Minneapolis-St.  Paul — 
the  site  of  the  first  Convention  in  1919.  It  depicts 
the  Delegates  Badge  of  that  first  Convention  beside 
the  1959  Badge.  The  draped  red,  white,  and  blue 
bunting  and  The  American  Legion  colors  add  a patri- 
otic flavor  to  the  design. 

According  to  the  artist,  Robert  Geissmann,  the 
French  would  call  the  style  of  this  type  of  painting 
"trompe  ToeiL”  In  the  United  States,  it  is  sometimes 
called  "magic  realism.” 

Mr.  Geissmann,  during  World  War  II,  was  art 
director  for  the  Army  Air  Force  Combat  Film  Unit. 
Two  years  ago  he  was  given  the  U.S.  Air  Force  Excep- 
tional Service  Award  for  his  work  in  establishing  an 
art  program  which  is  recording  for  posterity  the 
worldwide  activities  of  the  USAF.  His  own  paintings 
have  been  widely  shown  and  have  brought  him  a number 
of  awards. 

He  was  born  in  New  Washington,  Ohio,  and  had 
his  major  schooling  at  Warren,  Ohio,  and  at  the 
School  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts,  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity.
